S* A ray* reflects that it had recently been reported that Subject 
was the Chief of the political Lithuanian Security Police in Vilna 
during the German occupation and that he was possibly connected with 
tlie shooting of Jews in Vilna. At the date of the letter he was living 
as a Lithuanian DP in UHPJRA Camp #6, Bamberg. A check of records avail- 
able to the 970th CIC Detachment failed to reveal any record of Subject; 
hov/ever, it Was considered possible that he might have been wanted be- 
cause of his former activities.
